The  untimely  death 
of  William  Ramsey  caused  widespread  grief,  not 
only  here  at  Bulkeley  but  in  the  entire  Hartford 
area.

City  Champs! 
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FOOTBALL 


The  year  1959  was  a  highly  successful  one  for 
the  Bulkeley  High  Football  team.  Coaches  Ed 
Korisky  and  Felix  Karsky  guided  their  charges 
to  the  second  best  record  in  school  history.  With 
thirteen  lettermen  dotting  the  picture,  experts 
tabbed  Bulkeley  as  a  team  to  watch. 

The  Third  Annual  Capitol  City  Jamboree 
served  as  the  unveiling  of  the  Seambusters  and 
of  their  counterparts,  the  Stampeders.  Through¬ 
out  this  exhibition  the  Bulldogs  were  content 
with  just  getting  a  good  workout.  Their  play  was 
lackadaisical,  spotty,  and  nowhere  near  their 
ability.  This  could  he  traced  partly  to  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  Coach  Karsky,  who  was  in  the  hospital 
recovering  from  an  appendectomy. 

Two  weeks  later  in  Norwich  the  season  opened 
and  the  boys  began  to  play  for  "keeps.  Behind 
the  rugged  Stampede  line  our  rugged  “Tiger 
Backs”  clawed,  fought,  and  drove  their  way  to 
“eat  up”  valuable  yardage.  Meanwhile  the  Seam¬ 
busters  resembled  “uncaged  lions”  as  they  beat 
the  Wildcats  into  oblivion.  Individuals  such  as 
tenacious  Mark  Buonome,  panther-like  Paul 
Ucello,  young  Merrill  Yavinsky,  who  was  the 
author  of  a  fine  60  yard  T.D.  scamper,  and 
tough  Tommy  Sonnone,  who  personally  ac¬ 
counted  for  22  markers,  made  the  long  hike 
back  home  an  enjoyable  one.  Only  an  injury  to 
tackle  John  Pagnoni  marred  this  auspicious 
28-6  beginning. 

Game  number  two  —  or,  should  I  say,  con¬ 
quest  number  two  —  was  East  Hartford.  Hardly 
was  the  crowd  settled,  when  Ray  Guntulis  was 
off  to  pay  dirt.  The  hard  hitting  junior,  behind 
picturesque  blocking,  galloped  61  yards  on  the 
third  play  of  the  encounter.  A  Balesano-to- 
Buonome  pass  was  good  for  the  extra  points  and 
the  Bulldogs  quickly  led  8-0.  Throughout  the 
rest  of  the  half,  the  Stampeders  “rumbled”  fre¬ 
quently,  but  were  never  able  to  break  loose 
completely.  Kicking  off  to  start  the  second  half, 


the  Hornets  quickly  lost  their  sting  as  Bobby 
“Ruff”  Roffalo  celebrated  his  return  to  the  line¬ 
up  by  taking  the  kickoff  and  prancing  86  yards 
with  it  for  the  score.  As  the  Seambusters  took 
over,  the  misery  gentlemen  rocked  the  E.H.H.S. 
single  wing  unmercifully.  Consequently,  the 
Hornets  had  to  revert  to  plays  that  haven’t  been 
used  since  the  turn  of  the  century.  Only  a  punt 
return  in  the  waning  thirty  seconds  saved  “the 
boys  from  over  east”  from  a  complete  loss  of 
face  as  they  went  down  to  defeat  14-6.  Outstand¬ 
ing  afternoons  were  had  by  Pete  Dengenis,  a 
bone  crushing  blocker;  Zig  Pabich,  a  rugged 
linebacker;  and,  of  course,  “Big  Boy”  Ray 
Guntulis. 

“Turn  the  Tables,”  echoed  Ed  Korisky.  “Hit 
to  Hurt,”  chanted  Felix  Karsky.  “We  gotta 
win,”  repeated  the  students.  For  this  was  the 
traditional  slugfest  with  arch-rival  Hartford 
High.  The  Bulldogs  scored  twice  in  the  space 
of  two  minutes  to  ice  the  decision  early.  This 
rampage  came  early  in  the  second  period.  Con¬ 
sistent  barrages  at  the  Owl  line  netted  huge 
chunks  of  turf  until  finally  Ray  Guntulis  blasted 
in  for  the  six  points.  A  jarring  tackle  by  Paul 
Uccello  on  the  ensuing  kick-off  caused  a  fumble 
which  ever-elert  co-captain  Buonome  plucked 
out  of  the  air  and  returned  to  the  H.P.H.S. 
four-yard  line.  But  here  the  Bulldogs  fumbled 
the  ball  away  at  the  one,  only  to  have  Pete 
Dengenis  block  a  Hartford  punt,  and  once  again 
“Johnny  on  the  spot”  Buonome  pounced  on  the 
ball,  but  this  time  his  alertness  was  worth  six 
points.  Talk  about  exciting  football!  In  the  sec¬ 
ond  half,  two  H.P.H.S.  passes  were  good  for 
scores,  but  overall  the  Maroon  dominated  play 
to  win  a  much  cherished  14-12  tilt. 

Bulkeley  40  —  Wilbur  Cross  16.  What  an  ex¬ 
hibition  !  The  power,  speed,  deception,  and  foot¬ 
ball  know-how  of  the  Koriskymen  really  showed 
in  this  one.  “Terrible  Tom”  Sonnone  plowed 
across  the  line  four  times  on  runs  of  13,  1,  11, 


■md  66  yards  in  dazzling  performance.  The  “Big 
Seven”  mauled  their  counterparts  into  submis- 
ion  “Punt”  Dengenis  added  two  more  notches 
to  his  belt.  Buonome,  Mueller,  Manning,  Gan- 
carz,  Grieve,  Audet,  and  ever  so  many  more 
starred  in  this  gross  mis-match. 

Now  showing  a  glittering  4-0  record,  the  Ma¬ 
roon  made  short  work  of  the  New  London 
Whalers.  Once  again  the  “Mighty  Mite”  back- 
field  showed  that  they  have  no  peers  when  it 
conies  to  toughness.  Ray  Guntulis,  Tom  Son- 
none,  and  Bob  Raffalo,  under  the  direction  of 
Pete  ’  Balesano,  blocked,  drove,  spun,  twisted, 
turned,  bit,  in  fact,  did  anything  for  that  extra 
inch.  Bruising  fullback  Guntulis  dented  the 
scoring  column  for  22  points,  while  Sonnone  had 
a  sparkling  45-yard  T.D.  run  in  this  28-6  rout. 
Upfront  “Punt”  Dengenis  got  another  one,  while 
Zig  Pabich  wrecked  the  Shoreliners’  offense 
whh  his  ferocious  line  backing.  We  now  stood 
first  in  the  Capitol  District  Conference  and  were 
gaining  stature  as  every  game  went  by.  Bulkeley 
was  on  the  football  map. 


In  Connecticut  scholastic  football  circles,  the 
most  highly  respected  team,  year  in  and  year 
out,  is  New  Haven  Hillhouse.  This  big,  rough, 
tough  outfit  was  the  Southenders’  next  chal¬ 
lenge.  Featuring  a  speedy  backfield  and  the 
state’s  best  passer,  the  Academics  were  a  for¬ 
midable  opponent,  indeed.  But,  they  more  than 
met  their  match  in  our  Bulldogs.  Led  by  that 
aggressive  young  giant  Dick  Grieve,  rugged 
Mark  Buonome,  smart  Merrill  Yavinsky,  mus¬ 
cular  Ralph  Worth,  and  fleet  Mike  Nyez,  Bulk¬ 
eley  punched  out  a  14-6  win  in  the  rain  at  Dillin

Stadium.  Sonnone  and  Paul  Uccello  scored  the 
markers,  with  Paul’s  coming  on  co-captain  Den- 
ge'nis’  fifth  blocked  punt  of  the  year.  Hampered 
by  the  sloppy  turf,  the  Stampeders  were  con¬ 
tent  to  bang  out  yardage  on  power  plays  off  our 
huge  tacklers  Dick  Grieve  and  Art  Audet.  De¬ 
fensively,  once  again  the  Seambusters  were  un- 
pregnable.  The  only  drawback  the  boys  suffered 
was  the  fact  that  the  wet  terrain  made  it  impos¬ 
sible  for  our  feared  end  runs  to  be  used. 

“Scalp  the  Beaver!”  “Number  Seven!”  These 
were  the  warcries  of  the  week.  With  the  City 
Championship  hanging  in  the  balance,  Bulkeley 
and  Weaver  squared  off  before  7,000  excited 
spectators.  Weaver  jumped  off  to  an  early  8-0 
lead,  due  to  a  61-yard  interception  of  an  errant 
Bulkeley  pass.  Late  in  period  one,  the  South- 
enders’  attack  began  to  roll.  The  vaunted  Stam¬ 
peders  suddenly  broke  loose  as,  behind  perfect 
blocking,  especially  by  sturdy  A1  DeMeola,  Tom 
Sonnone  darted  59  yards  to  pay  dirt.  Minutes 
later,  Tommy  streaked  across  the  line  from 
twenty  yards  out  to  put  us  ahead  12-8.  The 
Beavers  generated  a  drive  of  their  oWn  late  in 
the  stanza  to  gain  a  14-12  halftime  advantage.

In  the  second  half,  inspired  by  a  stirring  pep 
talk  given  by  the  coaches  during  intermission, 
the  boys  rose  to  never-before-reached  heights. 
Blocking,  running,  tackling,  hustling  as  never 
before,  the  Bulldogs  took  complete  control  of 
the  contest.  Once  again  Sonnone  rambled  for  a 
score,  this  time  from  32  yards  away;  Bobby 
Raffalo  also  contributed  a  tally.  Dick  Grieve 
blocked  a  punt,  Artie  Audet  cleaned  the  path 
for  ballcarriers,  and  co-captain  Sonnone  per¬ 
sonally  gained  a  fantastic  267  yards.  Defensively, 
Buonome,  Dengenis,  Nyez,  and  Pabich  con¬ 
tinually  bombed  the  not-so-eager  Beavers.  The 
final  28-12  score  gave  Bulkeley  the  coveted  City 
Championship.  The  Southend  rocked  all  night, 
celebrating  this  happy  event. 

Turkey  Day  1959  promised  to  show  an  exciting 
game,  as  both  B.H.S.  and  New  Britain  were  un-

four  days  to  ready  themselves  for  this  vital 
match,  our  boys  were  left  lifeless  and  unpre¬ 
pared.  Leaving  their  best  game  home,  the  hopes 
for  a  perfect  season  were  drowned  in  a  26-0  rout. 
Capitalizing  on  fumbles  and  miscues,  the  Golden 
Hurricanes  “buried  us  under,”  using  their  fa¬ 
mous  “home  run”  offense.  Featuring  Jackie 
Robinson,  a  truly  fine  back,  New  Britain  was  an 
inspired  ball  club,  which  refused  to  be  denied. 
Two  Bulkeley  drives  petered  out  inside  the 
New  Britain  five-yard  line.  Richie  Grieve,  Pete 
Dengenis,  Paul  Uccello,  Tommy  Sonnone,  Mark 
Buonome,  Bob  Raffalo,  and  Zig  Pabich  fought 
their  hearts  out  to  no  avail.  The  coaches  picked 
Zig  Pabich  as  the  recipient  of  the  Babe  Allen 
Trophy,  which  goes  to  the  outstanding  Bulkeley 
player  in  the  game.

SWIMMING 


This  year’s  swimming  team,  under  the  excel¬ 
lent  coaching  of  “Flash”  Atlin,  looked  forward 
to  a  most  successful  season.  The  major  problem 
that  the  team  faced  was  its  lack  of  depth.  There 
were,  however,  many  compensations  to  offset 
this  problem.  This  year’s  team  was  an  expe¬ 
rienced  one,  due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  last 
year’s  swimmers  were  returning.  Among  these 
were  such  standouts  as  Captain  Bob  Baffalo  in 
diving  event,  Bruce  Vissoe  in  breaststroke,  Jim 
Griffith  in  the  relays,  Tom  Shortell  in  back- 
stroke,  Den  Langhans  in  100  yd.  freestyle,  Mike 
Karwan  in  breaststroke,  Wesley  Connelly  in  div¬ 
ing,  and  Jim  Peatie  in  butterfly  event. 

In  the  first  meet  of  the  season,  a  powerful 
Windham  High  swimming  team  overpowered 
the  Bulkeley  team  in  a  one-sided  51-26  victory. 
However,  the  second  meet  of  the  season  saw 
Bulkeley  spring  back  with  a  44-33  victory  over 
the  Wilby  High  swimmers. 

Once  again  the  swimming  team  displayed  its 
potential  in  a  39-38  win  over  Bristol  Eastern. 
The  medley  relay  team  of  Shortell,  Vissoe, 
Peatie,  and  Wilson  started  the  meet  off  by  de¬ 
feating  their  Bristol  Eastern  counterparts.  Raf- 
falo,  Vissoe,  Shortell,  and  Peatie  captured  firsts 
in  leading  the  team  to  victory. 

An  all-too-powerful  Sacred  Heart  swimming 
team  sank  the  Bulkeley  team  by  the  score  of 
47-29.  Outstanding  in  defeat  were  Raffalo,  Shor¬ 
tell,  Peatie,  and  the  freestyle  relay  team  of 
Langhans,  Griffith,  Karwan  and  Wilson,  all  cap¬ 
turing  first  places,  with  Dave  Lynch  adding  a 
second. 

A  fine  team  effort  brought  Bulkeley  its  next 
win.  This  win  came  at  the  expense  of  Bristol 
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Central  by  the  score  of  40-37.  The  initial  first 
of  the  meet  hy  the  medley  relay  team  of  Vignoti, 
Vissoe,  Peatie,  and  Raffalo  and  was  followed  up 
with  firsts  by  Langhans  and  Shortell.

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BASKETBALL 


As  the  Bulkeley  Maroons  entered  the  1959- 
1960  campaign,  few  critics  believed  them  ca¬ 
pable  of  reaching  any  great  heights.  Rugged  re¬ 
bounder  Mark  Buonome  was  a  question  mark 
after  his  knee  injury  in  the  ill-fated  Turkey  Day 
grid  game.  Beyond  their  fine  All-Tournament 
veteran  pivot,  Barry  Leghorn,  Bulkeley  seemed 
to  have  little,  save  a  collection  of  untried  ex- 
jay-vees.  With  another  vicious  CDC  slate  ahead, 
this  nucleus  appeared  to  be  far  from  enough. 

The  Maroons  tipped  off  the  season  at  home 
against  the  Hurricanes  from  New  Britain,  With 
New  Britain’s  taunting  football  sign  “State 
Champs,  Almost!”  hanging  over  the  railing, 
Bulkeley  butchered  the  Canes,  72-50.  Leghorn 
led  the  vengeful  onslaught  with  19  points,  while 
big  Jim  Pillion  showed,  by  some  solid  rebound¬ 
ing,  that  he’d  he  a  man  to  be  reckoned  with. 

“Legs”  had  his  finest  hour  in  the  second  game, 
against  East  Hartford,  as  only  his  own  unselfish¬ 
ness  prevented  his  wiping  out  Carmen  Perrone’s 
school  record  of  41  points.  Barry,  unstoppable 
inside,  outside,  and  at  the  foul  line,  plunked  in 
41  to  tie  the  mark  as  his  team  bombed  the  Hor¬ 
nets,  90-55.  With  the  last  quarter  hardly  begun, 
Leghorn  removed  himself  from  the  lineup  and 
did  not  return.  The  Maroons  went  on  to  dunk 
65  per  cent  of  their  shots  from  the  field.  Shades 
of  the  ’58  Keyhole  Kids! 

Paul  “Tilly”  Bieletti,  Bulkeley’s  ace  back- 
court  man,  sparked  the  Marooons  to  a  72-59  vic¬ 
tory  over  New  London  in  their  next  encounter. 


Bieletti  unveiled  a  deadly  jump  shot  which  pro¬ 
duced  25  points  and  held  off  the  persistent 
snipes  of  the  Whalers’  Boh  Simoni.  Leghorn 
also  rang  up  25  in  another  top-drawer  effort, 
and  Bob  Pecott’s  floor  game  was  outstanding. 

Norwich  handed  Bulkeley  its  first  setback  on 
a  last-second  overtime  basket  in  the  Wildcats’ 
den,  as  the  Leghorn  threat  was  completely 
smothered  by  the  Norwich  defense.  But  the 
Maroons  bounced  back  against  Wethersfield, 
paced  by  Bieletti’s  fine  all-around  game  and 
Mark  Buonome’s  sturdy  job  under  the  boards. 
In  downing  Ted  Beal  &  Co.  68-55,  Bulkeley 
chalked  up  its  22nd  straight  win  in  their  gym, 
aptly  termed  by  the  Hartford  Times  as  the  “tor¬ 
ture  chamber”  (to  opposing  teams,  of  course!). 

LTnbeaten  Notre  Dame  then  held  off  a  late 
Maroon  spurt  to  pin  a  54-53  loss  on  the  Bull¬ 
dogs,  as  Leghorn’s  20  went  down  the  drain. 
Again,  though,  Bulkeley  snapped  right  back 
against  the  Weaver  Beavers.  The  Maroons  ap¬ 
plied  the  pressure  to  Ernie  Perry  and  his  mates 
from  the  outset  and  ran  up  a  14-point  lead  in 
the  third  quarter.  When  the  Beavers  began  to 
counterattack,  Leghorn  tossed  in  several  key 
baskets  and  climaxed  a  perfect  14-for-14  free- 
throw  performance.  As  Weaver  went  down  51-47, 
Bieletti  and  Pillion  aided  Barry  no  little  with 
fine  defensive  gems  and  floor  games. 

A  lackluster  Sacred  Heart  club  fell  at  Bulke¬ 
ley,  74-47.  This  was  more  or  less  a  routine  var¬ 
sity  game,  but  some  fans  might  remember  this 
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night’s  jayvee  game,  in  which  the  Waterbury 
club  ran  up  exactly  one  point  in  the  first  quar¬ 
ter.  Remember  Leavenworth? 

Next  on  the  list  was  Hartford  High,  unde¬ 
feated  and  conqueror  of  state  champ  Wilbur 
Cross.  Not  at  all  awed  by  the  Owls’  imposing 
reputation,  the  Maroons  displayed  a  fine  team 
effort  in  staying  even  with  Hartford  for  a  half, 
25-all.  But  an  upset  of  the  Owls  was  not  “in  the 
cards.”  From  the  start  of  the  second  half  Hart¬ 
ford  took  command  as  Ed  Griffiin  hit  a  hot  spree 
and  Bulkeley’s  offense  completely  collapsed. 
Despite  a  fine  showing  by  Jack  Kelly  and  a  late 
spurt  by  Leghorn,  Bulkeley  went  down  61-46. 

Now  6-3,  the  Maroons  had  reached  a  crossroad 
of  campaign.  The  key  game  of  their  schedule 
was  fought  at  Bulkeley  on  January  19,  against 
Naugatuck  and  6-11  Ed  “Big  Dipper”  Slom- 
censki.  The  game  was  decided  under  the  boards, 
where  Mark  Buonome  continually  boxed  out  his 
towering  opponent  and  flagged  down  21  re¬ 
bounds  in  his  best  performance  of  the  year. 


Leghorn  tossed  in  28,  but  Bieletti  was  even  bet¬ 
ter  on  offense  with  several  brilliant  feeds  to 
Pillion  under  the  basket  and  24  of  his  own.  The 
Bulldogs  led  all  the  way  and  won  68-57  despite 
one  of  the  finest  individual  performances  ever 
seen  at  Bulkeley.  Naugy’s  Bill  Rado  popped  in 
22  foul  shots,  and  7  baskets  for  36  points,  but 
was  weighed  down  by  some  wretched  support. 

The  Maroons  then  repeated  over  Weaver, 
64-57.  The  Beaver  zone  hogtied  Leghorn  most 
of  the  way,  but  this  only  gave  John  Pazdar,  then 
just  an  ace  reserve,  his  long-awaited  opportunity 
to  step  into  the  limelight.  John  was  red-hot  from 
the  corner  in  tallying  20  points  while  Barry  was 
held  to  13.  Since  Weaver  had  swept  a  pair  from 
Bulkeley  the  year  before,  it  was  indeed  sweet 
revenge  for  the  Bulldogs. 

Since  he  relieved  Babe  Allen  in  1953,  Coach 
Bazzano  had  never  lost  to  New  London  in  13 
jousts.  This  tradition  was  kept  alive  in  the 
Whaling  City  as  Leghorn’s  23  points  led  a  late 
rally  that  got  the  Maroons  under  the  wire,  52-48.

Hartford’s  now-slumping  Owls  filled  this  bill 
nicely.  Leghorn’s  17  was  again  the  game’s  high 
both  in  the  hoop  and  off  the  boards.  Breaking 
out  of  early  doldrums,  the  Maroon  took  a  25-21 
lead  at  halftime  and  held  on  as  Bruce  Maddox 
and  Ed  Griffin  led  Hartford  back.  Bulkeley  went 
into  a  premature  freeze  that  proved  costly,  but 
the  Owls  sorely  missed  ace  “inside  Man”  Stan 
Poole  and  just  didn’t  have  quite  enough  steam 
coming  in  to  the  wire.

Pazdar, 
Pecott,  and  Bieletti  contributed  much  to  a  team 
effort  that  stifled  a  late  ’Cane  rally. 


The  Maroons  next  played  at  Wethersfield  and 
inspired  a  new  saying,  “Don’t  quit,  even  after 
you  lose  the  ball  game!”  Despite  Leghorn’s  32 
points,  the  Eagles  had  apparently  presented 
their  frenzied  fans  and  head  cheerleader  with 
a  73-71  victory,  their  first  ever  over  Bulkeley. 
But  almost  a  week  later,  the  Maroons  suddenly 
found  themselves  the  victor.  Hapless  Wethers¬ 
field  had  been  sabotaged  by  an  ineligible  player, 
and  handed  Bulkeley  a  forfeit. 

A  sizzling  and  inspired  East  Hartford  quintet 
set  the  pace  nearly  all  the  way  in  the  season 
finale  at  the  Hornet’s  nest,  but  the  Bulldogs 
stampeded  down  the  homestretch  and  eked  out 
a  thrilling  65-63  win.  Bob  Pecott  led  the  last- 
minute  charge  which  saw  Leghorn’s  two  pres¬ 
sure  foul  shots  decide  the  ballgame.  Then  it 
was  off  to  New  Haven. 

The  CIAC  had  granted  the  Maroons  fifth 
position  in  the  drawing  as  reward  for  their  14-3 
record.  In  theory,  this  meant  that  Bulkeley 
would  start  off  against  a  low-rated  club,  but 
here  the  Maroons  suffered  a  wretched  break. 
Hartford  High  had  gone  into  a  mid-season  slump 
which  cost  them  a  high  ranking,  but  Joe  Ku- 
bachka  had  got  the  Owls  “up”  just  in  time  for 
the  tourney.  And,  in  the  luck  of  the  draw,  Hart¬ 
ford  wound  up  against  Bulkeley. 

The  Owls  won,  72-58.  Rugged  pivot  Stan  Poole 
stymied  the  Maroons  in  all  phases  of  the  game 
as  his  team  never  trailed  for  a  moment.  Hart¬ 
ford  spurted  to  an  early  lead,  then  held  on  grim¬ 
ly  when  the  Maroons  unleashed  another  of  their 
fabled  back-to-the-wall  rallies.  Several  times 
Bulkeley  appeared  finished  only  to  scramble 


up  again  and  struggle  back  to  a  tie  score  behind 
Pazdar,  Kelly,  Bieletti,  or  the  redoubtable  Leg¬ 
horn.  But  the  determined  Owls  could  always 
produce  the  clutch  “bombs”  when  they  had  to, 
and  the  fighting  Maroons  had  reached  the  end 
of  the  line. 

As  the  final  buzzer  sounded  through  the 
smoke-filled  Arena  and  dejected  Bulkeley  fans 
straggled  out,  the  high-school  careers  of  no  less 
than  six  of  the  Maroons  had  ended.  “Legs,”  of 
course,  led  the  parade;  who  can  say  enough 
about  this  terrific  All-Stater?  “Tilly”  Bieletti, 
also,  left  Coach  Bazzano  with  a  huge  gap  to  fill 
on  the  1961  squad,  as  his  superb  playmaking 
and  jump-shooting  will  be  long  remembered. 
Another  Maroon  completing  his  last  game  was 
steady  John  Pazdar,  who  suddenly  caught  fire 
in  midseason  just  when  his  team  needed  him 
and  played  a  big  part  in  forging  the  City  and 
CDC  crowns.  And  Mark  Buonome,  who  fought 
off  his  injury  to  perform  solidly  under  the 
boards  throughout  the  season  —  who  can  for¬ 
get  the  job  he  did  on  the  Big  Dipper?  Jack 
Kelly  and  Mike  Violette,  too,  as  reserves  con¬ 
tributed  their  bit  to  Bulkeley ’s  successful  sea¬ 
son,  with  Jack  especially  deadly  in  that  wild 
second  game  against  Hartford.  The  Class  of 
1960,  indeed  had  a  first-rate  basketball  team  in 
itself.  And,  while  the  1960  edition  of  the  Ma¬ 
roons  may  have  lacked  the  great  “tournament 
instinct”  of  the  Keyhole  ..Kids,  it  did  prove  its 
mettle  and  ability  with  its  CDC  and  City  titles. 
None  of  its  predecessors,  through  Bulkeley’s  en¬ 
tire  history,  could  make  that  statement.  So,  in 
summing  up,  The  Bulkeley  Maroons  of  1960  had 
nothing  to  he  ashamed  of  and  much  of  which 
Bulkeley  can  well  be  proud.
